Some question use of force

At least. a dozen persdns who 
witnessed, the Granite City Police 
Department’s apprehension of Ed 
‘Tomlin, 33, Friday morning are pro- 
testing the police department's tac- 
tics in overtaking the man. 


Tomlin, whom the neighbors know 
only as a “religious fanatic” and a 
Vietnam veteran, forgibly entered 
his neighbors’ homes |at 3008 East 
23rd St. stealing only kitchen knives. 
He then proceeded back to his apart- 
ment at 3008 EB. 23rd where, police 
say, it appeared he wanted to take 
his life with the knives. 


AFTER TEAR gas grenades were 
used to remove Tomlin from his. 
apartment, he ran across East 23rd 
Street towards the Loy Singléton 
residence at 2820 Lincoln St., where 
spectators allege police-improperly 
apprehended Tomlin. | 

“Heck, I give the rabbits I shoot 


while hunting more of a chance than * 


they gave him,” Singleton ‘said 


referring to police apprehension) of 
‘Tomlin. 

“When I told the police (officer) 
that,\he told me to shut up and get 
back in my house,”’ Singleton said. 

“pSAW the police running, I didn’t 
see what they were after at’ first,” 
Singleton said. ‘There were about 
four policemen: coming from that 
direction and another one or two 
coming from there. At first I didn’t 
see ‘him)") Singleton said_ pointing 
towards the home behind his. 

“J thought, ‘What the heck are 
they after anyhow?’ Then I saw him | 
running in the back of this building 
right here. Then this policeman shot 
him right there, back of the house, 
knocked him down. And every one of 
the cops could have undertaken him 
right there,’’ Singleton said. | 

“He got on his feet and then they 
shot him in the back (but- 
tocks)...then “pow,” he went down. I 
saw most of it from my garden. I 
walked out to my garden when I saw 
the, commotion. I didn’t know they 
were going to shoot. 


“AFTER THE first shot, I hurried 
and got back in the yard. Heck, I was 
right in the line of fire there. 

“They more or less let him right 
up so they could shoot him, just like 
an animal,” said Marilyn Smith, 
Singleton’s daughter. 

“Yeah, I told the police he was a 
human. He didy’t need to treat him 
like that,’ Singleton said 


SINGLETON and other witnesses 
say ‘the police needlessly, beat 
Tomlin in an attempt to get the knife 
from him 

“Phe police brutality is the main 
issue,’’ Mrs. Smith said, “I stand up 
for police. I don’t call them police 
pigs or anything. I’m all for them. 
But when they get that big, that’s too 
big,” she contended. 

Friday afternoon, during an inter- 
yiew, Granite City Police Chief 
Ronald Veizer denied any wrong- 
doing by his-officers, saying his of- 
ficers were trying to protect those 
very people who are making the 
complaints.

Police say shooting 3 
resort to protect on lookers

A distressed Vietnam veteran who 
held police at bay around his apart- 
ment for nearly two hours Friday 
morning was shot by a police officer 
as the man fled carrying a knife 
toward a group of spectators. 

Ed Tomlin, 33; who lives in an 
apartment at 3008 E. 23rd St., is 
recuperating in St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center after surgery on a 
stab wound to his:chest and a bullet 
wound: which entered his buttocks 
and exited his abdomen, authorities 
said: Authorities allege the knife 
wound was self-inflicted. 

POLICE SAID the shot was fired 
only after other attempts to restrain 
Tomlin failed and it appeared he 
was going into a crowd of innocent 
people. ‘‘We didn’t want a hostage 
situation here. That’ was the Jast 
thing we wanted,” Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer told reporters during 
a news conference Friday afternoon. 

Veizer said, his department was 
‘still “sorting out the facts,”. but add- 
ed, “At this point, I think my officers 
acted properly.” 2 

The ordeal began at 9:26 a.m. Fri- 
day when police were called and told 
that a man broke the doors to enter 
two other apartments at 3008 E, 23rd 
St., directly across from the Salva- 
;tion Army, and took a knife from 
each, 


WHEN POLICE arrived, they 
found Tomlin in a pushup position 
with a knife wedged between his 
body and the floor, the . point 
touching his chest. Officers decided 
not to enter for fear he would drop on 
the knife. 

Chief Veizer said attempts to com- 
municate with Tomlin were unsuc- 
cessful since -he was: ‘‘very in- 
coherent.”” He did threaten to kill 
himself and anyone who entered the 
apartment 

Police then began checking 
Tomlin’s background and ‘abilities. 
They were told he is a Vietnam 
veteran, possibly the victim of shell 
shock, who has been in veterans 
hospitals several times. He normal- 
ly is peaceful and tends to talk 
religion, those that know him told 
reporters. Police also were warned 


that Tomlin is athletic and strong 
and is a’very fast runner — “Real 
fast. Real quick,’”’ one officer was 
quoted as saying. 

A COUNSELOR from Mental 
Health Services was requested at 
9:50 a.m. and he arrived shortly. 
after 10 a.m. The counselor said he 
was unable to communicate with

prepare necessary papers to have 


‘Tomlin committed to a hospital, 

Police then called for riot batons, 
which they thought might be used to 
knock the knife from Tomlin’s hands 
if he got up. A decision was made to 
have three officers wearing gas 
masks enter the apartment and drop 
a tear gas canister to get Tomlin out. 

The three entered and one of the 
officers involyed is quoted by, the 
department as saying '‘He (Tomlin) 
didn’t even know we were there.’”” 
When the tear gas canister, contain- 
ing three explosive charges, went 
off, Tomlin allegedly got up and 
slashed at the officers with the knife. 
He then bolted for the door, narrow- 
ly missing one officer he slashed at 
before jumping out, it was alleged. 

POLICE CHASED him and beat 
his arm with.the riot sticks in an at- 
tempt to dislodgé the knife, but were 
unsuccessful. Tomlin ran across the 
street and through a field toward 
Lincoln, .Avenue, “still allegedly 
slashing the knife at officers, who 
continued to beat on his arm 

When Tomlin ran toward a group 
of spectators, ‘‘It'was determined to 
bring him down,”’ Chief Veizer said, 
An officer deseribed as an excellent 
shot fired his service revolver, aim- 
ing just below any vital organs. 
Tomlin fell, but got up to his knees 
and again swung the knife at offi 
and ambulance emergency medical 
technicians, nearly cutting them, 
authorites said 

Even though he had been shot, 
Tomlin was described 
a bull” and officers 
continue to beat his arm with the riot

batons in an attempt to disarm him. 
The department quotes one officer 
as saying, ‘‘All I could|do was con- 
tain one arm.” i 

TOMLIN got up one more time, 
placed the knife to his chest and 
lunged to the ground on top of it, 
police said. } 

“From the time we were inside 
(the apartment) to the|very end, all 
we wanted to do is get|the knife out 
of his hand,”’ one of the officers who 
was at the scene is quoted as saying. 

Chief of Detectives Harry Mitchell 
described the knife as a kind of steak 
or paring knife with about a four- 
inch blade. , ‘ 

OFFICERS were finally able to 
get Tomlin into an ambulance, but 
he continued to fight, even in the 
emergency room, irces said. He 
‘was rushed into surgery and police 
were told his condition was stable by 
Friday afternoon. 

Veizer said’ he will not, at this 
time, name the officers who were in- 
volved. He said the veteran officer 
who shot Tomlin is upset over the in- 
cident and ‘tis still sick.’” 

The chief Said he |feels his men 
showed restraint in) dealing with 
‘Tomlin up until the decision to shoot 
him, was;made; then the shooting 
was done properly to protect the 
lives of others and to bring Tomlin 
down without killing him, ‘That's: 
why policemen have to carry guns,” 
the chief said. | 4 

“IT’S UNFORTUNATE, but these: 
things do happen,’’) Veizer noted, 
recalling that he, himself, had to 
shoot a murderer many years ago to 
protect another officer who was be- 
ing threatened with a claw hammer. ~

Responding to witnesses who 
allege the police were too brutal with 
Tomlin (see related) story), Veizer 
said, ‘‘All they saw was the very end 
of it, They didn’t |see the whole 
thing,” Veizer said, noting that the 
spectators did not realize that they 
were in danger of being slashed or 
takeh hostage and the shooting was 
a last resort to protect them. ‘“‘We 
have to worry about the other people 
out there,’’ he added,

University fund 
boost proposed 


A $47.5 million increase in 
operating funds for higher education 
in fiscal 1985 is being proposed. It 
would allow salary increases and a 
hike in state maximum scholarship 
awards. 

Also, a proposed special $10 
million program within higher 
edudation is intended to help state 
economic and technology develop- 
ment. It also is hoped to encourage 
medical-school students to practice 
medicine in underserved areas upon 
graduation 

The allocation for higher educa- 
tion proposed by the governor total 
$1.114 billion in general revenue 
funds (GRF). Total revenues for 
higher education, including federal 
dollars, university income fund and 
other sources, are -$1.363 billion. 
Fiscal 1984 funding from GRF total- 
ed $1.057 billion. 

The $47.5 million allocation would 
allow for an average five perent 
salary increase for faculty and staff 
at state universities and community 
colleges 

The top award for state scholar- 
ships would increase nine percent, 
from $2,200 to $2,400, at a cost to the 
state of $5.5 million. . 

Another $1 million would be 
allocated for scholarships to 
medical schoo] students, who agree 
to Jocate in underserved areas. 

The Board of Higher Education 
budget recommendation assumes a 
6.5 percent tuition ‘increase. State 
university systems are free to set 
thejr own tuition levels. 

Under the new $10 million pro- 
gram, additional dollars would be 
spent on improving engineering 
education by upgrading equipment, 
retaining key faculty and increasing 
enrollment in engineering. 

In biotechnology, areas of con 
tration under the program woul 
clude agribusiness and upgrading 
research faculty 
technalogies. 

Other portions of the new program 
would include putting additional em- 
phasis on job retraining programs at 
colleges, improving math-sci 
teacher training programs, 
upgrading computer capacity at col- 
leges and universities. 

The Board of Higher Education is 
expected to allocate the governor's 
budget recommendation at its 
March meeting. Gov. James R. 
Thompson will outline elementary. 
and secondary education recom- 
mendations at a later date. 

Richart Wagner, executive direc- 
tor of the. Board of Higher Educa- 
tion, said the budget “reflects the 
fiscal constraints facing the state 
but also reflects awareness of and 
responsiveness to the need for addi- 
tional funding to maintain and im- 
prove the quality of higher education 
in Illinois 

Stanley Ikenberry, president of 
the University of IHinois, said, the 
“budget _ recommendations for 
higher education — given the limited 
new dollars available — represent a 
step forward. I have urged that the 
priority for higher education funding 
go up, and the governor appears to 
be taking lead to do that. 

“I believe legislative leaders will 
applaud these initiatives. If approv- 
ed, they will attack problems in 
engineering education, modernize 
equipment holdings, advance our 
programs in biogenetics and help 
other areas, such as !mathematics 
and computer science, that are cen- 
tral to the future of our state and our 
nation.”’ 

Kenneth Shaw, chancellor of 
Southern Illinois University, said, 
“In his State of the State address, 
Gov. Thompson acknowledged the 
importance of cducation in meeting 
the challenges of the new economy. 
In a year when r 
tremely tight, he has 
recommendations that his words are 
being translated into deeds. 

“While the amount earmarked for 
higher education falls, short: of 
meeting all the needs expressed in 
the IBHE budget recommendations, 
it does represent, in my opinion, a 
good faith effort on his part to im- 
prove our funding situation for fiscal 
1985. 

“If economic projections) should 
improve in the months ahead, we 
would of yourse stand ready to show 
how additional dollars could be used 
for higher education.”*

Hold suspects 
in GC burglary 


Two Granite City men are being 
held for investigation into a burglary 
at the Charles Todd Uniforms Co., 
located at 2929 Emzee St., 
discovered at 3 a.m. today.

Doctor explains ways to 
deal with hyperactivity 


Six-year-old Timothy;can’t sit still 
in class. He never seetns to pay at- 
tention. He won't take turns. His 
bossy, aggressive behavior has 
made- him unpopular with his 
classmates., His schoolwork is 
generally poor. His restless, disrup- 
tive behavior tries thé patience of 
everyone who comes ig contact with 
hin. Timothy is hyperactive, 

‘tunately, there are things that 
can be done to help jchildren like 
Timothy. At a recent PTA meeting 
at Parkview School, }Dr. Richard 
Iken, a Granite City| pediatrician, 
spoke to teachers and parents about 
hyperactivity or ‘‘attention deficit 
disorder.”’ In his tall, he outlined 
steps that can be taken to make life 
easier to hyperactive} children and 
those aroundthem. } 

The first step is diagnosis, Dr. 
Iken says. “If it is suspected that a 
child is hyperactive, the child should 
be evaluated by a family physician 
or pediatrician’ to be}sure that the 
problem really is hypéractivity,” he 
explains. Evaluation} consists of a 
physical examination, testing for 
learning disability and intelligence 
testing. Because intelligence testing 
is not very accurate when perform- 
ed on preschool children, Dr. Iken 
says that the best time to evaluate 
children is during the early school 
years. i 

Once it has been determined that 
the child is indeed hyperactive, 
several. measures cgn be taken to 
deal with the problem. ‘‘The school 
setting needs to be very structured 
to reduce external stimuli,” Dr. Iken 
says. “These childreh have difficul- 
ty ‘tuning out’ distractions.”” When 
distractions are kept}to a minimum, 
hyperactive children|find it easier to 
focus on their schoolwork. | 

Hyperactive chats also can be © 
helped with medication. ‘‘The type 
of drug most often!prescribed for 
hyperactive childrenjis some form of 
short-acting stimulant,” Dr. Iken 
says. For reasons that are not clear- 
ly understood, stimulants seem to 
have a calming, rather than 
stimulating effect, on hyperactive 
children. 7 

Dr. Iken says that medication does 
not cure the disorder, It simply helps 
children calm down and concen- 
trate, This enables these children to 
do better schoolwork and interact 
with others in a more positive man- 
ner. With the help of the medication, 
hyperactive children have fewer 
“failures” and begin to feel better 
about themselves. | 

As with any medidation, the use of 
stimulants should jbe. approached 
with care, he, explained. Dosages 
should be given onlly as prescribed 
by a doctor. When a child begins tak-

ing medication, teachers need to be 
informed so that they can let parents 
know how the child is responding. A 
child who appears highly irritable, 
for example, may be receiving too 
high a dosage and the physician will 
need to adjust the medication ac- 
cordingly. 

Dr. Iken also says that children 
should take time off from medica- 
tion when they are /not in school, 
such ‘as over holidays and during 
summer vacation. He says that in 
studies done to date, use of medica- 
tion Has not been shown to have 
adverse long-term effects. 

Behavior counseling is another 
way to help hyperactive children 
and their families jcope. Parents 
often feel inadequate and guilty, as 
though they are to blame for the 
situation. Counseling helps parents 
understand that they are not at fault 
and that they can deal effectively 
with their chid. With counseling, 
hyperactive children can unders- 
tand that they are not bad people, 
it’s their behavior that is unaccep- 
table. 

On the subject of diet, Dr. Iken 
says that although there have been a 
number of stories published extoll- 
ing the virtues of-a sugar-free diet, 
he isn’t .quite convinced. “‘I wouldn’t 
rule out the possibility that sugar 
may play a part in this disorder, but 
I think that further study is needed. 
None of the reports, so far, have 
been tested in a scientific manner. 
Until we have that id of informa- 
tion, it is not possible to say for sure 
what effect sugar does have.”’ 

, Although there is no known cure 
for hyperactivity, Dr. Iken says that 
nearly all hyperactive children can 
benefit. from good medical treat- 
ment and a caring, supportive en- 
vironment.

Eighty-six years ago, on the sixth 
day of February in 1898, six theatre 
owners, meeting in a waterfront 
shipyard, formed an organization. 
They called it The Order of Good 
Things, but, soon thereafter, that 
name was changed to the Fraternal 
Order of Eagles. Today there are 
over oné million men and women in 
over 1,800 Eagle clubs from coast to 
coast. 

To capsulize over eight decades of 
fraternal existence is not easy 
Perhaps, the slogari “Eagles are 
people helping people” | comes 
closest to catching the spirit and 
goals of the fraternity. Certain! the 
people-helping-people description 
fits the legislative endeavors of 
Eagles over many years 

Eagle crusades for social legisla- 
tion had as their objective protecting 
the average citizen from 
catastrophic-risks against which he 
could not insure himself or herself. 
Nowadays, most Américans and 
Canadians would see social in- 
surance as a proper concept to 
spread among the many a 
catastrophic hazard that would 
otherwise fall upon a few. But it was 
not always so. 

Bagle crusading for social legisla- 
tion began with the order’s support 
of workmen's compensation acts. 
The F,.0.E. co-sponsored, with 
organized labor, America’s first 
comprehensive, statewide 
workmen's compensation, the 
Wisconsin act, enacted in 1908. Of 
the trailblazing nature of this 
achievement, a chairman. of the 
Social Security Board was latet to 
say, “In those. early days, a few 
were the voices. that cried out 
against neglect of children, the 
plight of the aged, poor and the

jobless. Among those few were the 
Eagles.” 

Next came enactment of 
Ameri¢a’s first public pension law. 
It was not an old age pension act. It 
was widows and orphans law, called 
the Mothers Allowance Act, passed 
in 1911 by the Missouri legislature 
This Eagle-sponsoréd law was 
drafted by an Eagle judge, Edward 
Everett Porterfield, who said when 
it became a law; “‘you Eagles are en- 
titled to the credit for the creation 
and making of this law, the most 
constructive law on any book of 
statutes the world knows.” 

Then came the long, long struggle 
for pensions for the aged. The 
Eagles launched their nationwide 
drive for old-age security at their 
convention in Newark in 1921. Two 
years later, America’s first old-age 
pension law was enacted in Mon- 
tana. It was drafted by an Eagle 
legislator, Lester Loble, and signed 
by an Eagle-governor, Joseph Dix- 
on. From the start, state by state the 
campaign went on. It culminated in 
the enactment of the Social Security 
Act in 1935. When he signed the 
measure, President’ Franklin D. 
Roosevelt presented the pen with 
which he signed the measure to the 
Fraternal Order of the Eagles “*... aS 
a symbol of my approval of the 
fraternity’s vision and courage.”” 
Since then, the- Eagles have sup- 
ported -the expansion of social 

ecurity to include health benefits, 
particularly for older citizens. 

In the sixties, the Eagles took up 
the cudgels on behalf of older job 
seekers. State7and federal legisla- 
tion was sdught, to ban job 
discrimination based on age. One 
million signatures were secured on 
petitions urging ‘Jobs After 40” ac-

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Witnesses Friday) morning to police shooting a 
disturbed Vietnam veteran in the back saw a horri- 
ble sight and are bound to question the use of ex- 
treme force by police. However, the question, “Was 
it justified?”’ must be debated. 

Police officers admit they did beat the man’s arm 
repeatedly with ript batons (resembling small 
baseball bats): in an attempt to get him to drop a 
knife he was carrying and swinging at police and 
ambulance attendants. ‘It didn’t phase him,” the 
department quotes one officer as saying, 


Finally, police sdy, as the man approacted -a 


group of people, the knife still in his hand, it was 
decided to ‘drop |him’’ toavoid an ‘innocent 
bystander being cut or taken hostage. 

Such force is a horrible sight. ‘‘All they: (the 
witnesses) saw was the very end of it,’’ Police Chief 
Ronald’ Veizer said; They saw five or officers 
with batons repeatedly pounding the arm of the 
“veteran; Then they saw the man being shot !in the 
buttocks and, after he was shot, being beaten again 

by officers. Finally, the man stood up and lunged to 

_ the ground on his own knife, buring the blade in his 
chest. 3 

The entire incident was unfortunate. To the credit 


‘Shooting was very unfortunate 


of the police, we believe every reasonable effort was 
taken to end the confrontation short of the shooting. 
Experts, doctors and people who knew the man 
were consulted for ideas on how to avoid force. 


When force became necessary to keep the man 


- away from others, it took the form of hitting his arm 


with clubs, severe, but much less ‘severe than 
shooting. Only when the lives of others were en- 
dangered was the decision made to shoot the man. 
Then, an officer recognized as an excellent shooter 
aimed as carefully as, possible in the split-second 
available and shot the man in an area recognized as 
effective in halting a subject without damaging any 
vital organs. 


To that officer’s credit, the man’s life was saved. 

Whenever it is ne ry for an officer to resort to, 
shooting someone, it is bound to be debated. If of- 
ficers did not have guns, it is doubtful this extreme- 
ly strong man could have been stopped short of the 
witnesses, from what we have been told. 

To the witnesses, it appeared to be police brutali- 
ty. Indeed, it was brutal, officers say. Brutal, but 
necessary to protect others. That is what a 
policeman’s job is all about

BELLEVILLE — Seeking their 
first conference championship since 
1972, the basketball Warriors of 
Granite City High School came to a 
crossroad. Friday night against 
Althoff. 

If they won Friday their chances 
of finishing atop the Gateway East 
Conference were excellent. If they 
lost, however, their chances of winn- 
ing the GEC were remote. For 
Coach Don Deterding and his squad 
it was perhaps their most important 
game of the season — it was do or 
die. 

But considering the importance of 
the game, the Warriors couldn't. 
have been less prepared. Facing in- 
juries and illnesses, the Warriors 
were not in the best position to 
defeat the Crusaders. 

With each team in the conference 
— Granite City, Cahokia, Edwards- 
ville and Althoff — sharing identical 
records of 2-2, Friday’s game was a 
‘«must”’ for the Warriors. 

After trailing by a mere two points 
after the first quarter, 18-16, ‘the 
Warriors’ play deteriorated in the 
final three quarters and they even- 
tually lost 81-51. - 


Unlike their first meeting this 
year, Friday’s matchup lacked the 
intensity of that first Warrior-Cru- 
sader game on Feb. 3 in Granite Ci- 
ty. In that contest, the Warriors 
mounted a second-half comeback to 
tie the game at 54 before losing to the 
Crusaders 59-65 in overtime. 

Although there were similarities 
in each game, the differences far 
outnumbered the similarities. And 
this time, the-differences favored 


“J's not the first time we haven’t 
sent a sectional winner to the state 
tournament,” Schmitt said. ‘Any 
year that’s not really a successful 
one-is disappointing: What’s more 
disappointing is not sending a senior 
to the state tournament.

Hunting and fishing are two sports 
that I have had little or nothing todo 
with and, in the process down 
through more than 70 years of rather 
an active life, I’ve regretted more. 
than somewhat. 

First, my three sons, Skeets (AL 
the Third), Michael and Foster, 
have silently rebuked me for not tak- 
ing them fishing and hunting. These 
two sports are skills taught to their 
sons by fathers, uncles or by older 
brothers. : 

In my case, since I was raised at 
the Illinois Odd Fellows Orphans 
Home at Lincoln (1920 through 1927), 
the authorities there, of course, 
couldn’t permit their 200 or more 
boys to be running off fishing and 
hunting without the proper supervi; 
sion. Consequently, I never learned 
either to fish or hunt. 

But, aside from that, there was 
another big reason for my not adop- 
ting the two sports. First, T couldn’t 
figure that it was fair, in either 
fishing or hunting, for the man over 
their foes. I always said, “What 
chance has an animal against a man 
with a high-powered rifle, or 
“shotgun, or a fish against that same 
guy with all his artful lures, ete.?2”” 

The odds against both the animal 
and the fish, to me, were simply not 
sporting. In the few times I’ve gone 
fishing, the only thing I’ve caught 
was mosquito bites. And, hunting 

- ‘wasn’t any better. 

Many of my_ sports reporter 
friends were also hunters. They con- 
stantly were on me to accompany 
them on hunting and _ shooting 
forays. Most of the time I refused. 
However, once when I was working 
on-a newspaper at Cairo, Ill., which 
claims to be the Canadian Geese 
capitol of the World, a banker from 
Chicago, who had started out in life 
as a reporter and then got smart, 

’ talked me into joining him in goose 
shooting at the famous Horse Shoe 
Lake in Alexander County. 

‘We got out to the blind and it was 
still dark and bitterly cold. The cold 
and biting wind, I can still 
remember. . 

When the official (and allowable) 
moment came to begin shooting, me: 
and my friend had imbibed in liberal 
portions of Kentucky bourbon. I was 
ina pleasant haze, but not eager to 
fire at the beautiful geese all around 
our blind. But, the shotgun blasts 
- from the blinds all around us made a 
racket much like the artillery bar-

Emphasizing that he is not only 
hard-working but innovative, Weber 
says his staff used new legal theories 
to obtain murdenconvictions against 
a man who cats 
crash while fleeing from police, and 
against a man who beat and raped 
an 86-year-old woman; she died a 
month later of a seemingly 
unrelated cause. t 

THE STATE’S ATTORNEY reviv- 
ed prosecution of Richard Vah Hook, 
a Collinsville teacher, after St. Clair 
County authorities had dropped the 
case. The Collinsville school district 
includes parts of both counties. Con- 
vieted of having taken advantage of 
a girl student, one of many such 
allegations against “him, Mr. Van 
Hook shot and killed himself the day 
before he was to be sentenced. 

Weber utilized experts in forensic 
dentistry and photographic enhance- 
ment to examine pictures of bite 
marks on the exhumed body of Miss 
Karla L. Brown of Wood River, 
strangled in 1978.

Completion of Clinton Unit 1 will 
savé Illinois Power Co. electric 
customers $9 billion over the life of 
the plant as compared to the cost of 
halting cofistruction and building 
replacement fossil-fueled electric 
generating facilities.

Work at Clinton is progressing on 
a full construction schedule.

When completed, the Clinton 
power plant will supply one-fourth of 
the electric energy néeds of Illinois 
Power's 530,000 customers. 

If construction were halted, the 
company would have to rely more 
heavily on electric generating 
facilities fueled by oil and natural 
gas in the short term, and would 
need to purchase additional 
generating capacity starting in 1988 
to (meet the energy needs of its 
customers, a spokesman said.

Debate over the delinquency of the 
1983 audit report for Nameoki 
Township dominated the regular 
meeting of the town board last 
week Clerk Lee Ridgeway read 
a letter from the John Degnan ac- 
counting firm which stated that the

week. 

SEEN Or Harry Briggs receiv- 
ed the first letter of delinquency in 
October 1983 ‘and stated that he.has- 
until March 2. to submit the report. 
According to Briggs, new forms and 
procedures utilized in preparing the 
report have caused the. delay and 
stressed that he is not at fault for the 
delinquency. 

“J have heard a very vicious 
rumor that I have something to hide, 
and that is hot true,” he said. ‘‘I 
have nothing to hide and I call these 
accountants just about every day to 
see what’s ‘going on. I. can’t do 
anything until they give me the 
report. It’s not my fault that they are 
so late. 1 can’t do anything about it 
and I have tried, believe me. They 
have assured me that it will be in by 
the end of this week, the beginning of 
next week at,the latest,” he added. 

A letter ;from Trustee Helen 
‘Hawkins to the board outlined the 
dates of public and private requests 
for a copy ofthe audit since July 1983 
and pointed 'to a Press-Record arti- 

. cle in which John Stevens, acting 
legal counsel in the legal affairs divi- 
sion of the state comptroller’s office, 
was quoted as saying that the 
township was delinquent in submit- 
ting the report and had been notified 
of that delinquency. 

Also, in a letter to the township 
dated Feb. 1, Kent A, Peterson, 
deputy director of the Office of 
Revenue Sharing in Washington, 
D.C., warned, ‘‘Delay of your April 
payment is currently being con- 
sidered as a result of failure to file 
the above mentioned reports. If your 
payment is delayed, it will not be 
considered for release until the next 
quarterly payment inJuly.”’ 

‘I think that the board should 
have been notified of these.notices,’’ 
Mrs. Hawkins said. ‘‘We are being 
told time and again that the report 
will be in ‘by the end of the week’ 
and we have yet to see it. They (the 
comptroller/s office) will order 
another audit and we might lose our 
revenue sharing funds if|we don’t get 
this report in,” Mrs. Hawkins said. 

Briggs admitted that If the report 
is not submitted by March 2, a state 
audit might be order¢d’ that the 
revenue sharing funds may. be lost. 
“Tf we don't get it in by March 2, 
they’ll do if (order the} audit),” he 
said. ‘‘Tf it/isn’t in by that time, it 
(revenue sharing funding) is in 
jeopardy,’ he agreed.

SIUE summer camp teaches writing skills 


If the movie ‘Meatballs’ is your 
idea of a happy smmer camp, then 
the Summer Writing Day Camp at 
Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville is not for you. 

On the other hand, the intensive 
writing and recreational summer 
program for youths from 8 to 15 has 
a plentiful store of exciting, 
challenging experience to offer, ac- 
‘cording to Project Director Eugene 
Violette, ‘instructor of English at 
Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville. 

“THE CAMPERS will have one 
basic focus—to write clearly, 
coherently and correctly,” Violette 
explains. ‘The program is set up to 
take advantage of all the assets the 
university has to offer. 

“Campers may want to boat on 
Tower Lake, or they might be more 
interested in the fine crafts shop. 
Some may be interested in the water 
treatment program of the En- 
vironamental Resources Training 
Center, while others might be at- 
tracted by our outstanding graphics 
operation. We hope to have them ex- 
ploring every nook and cranny of the 
institution,”’ he said. 

“All of their recreation whi¢h they 


will pursue; with a teacher who has , 


recently worked to upgrade his or 
her own.skills in teaching writing/ 
will look to the fundamental purpose 
of the camp. It will offer experiences 
as grist for the writing mill.” 

ALL OF THE instructional ses- 
sions will be devoted to writing, and 
each camper should finish a com- 
plete project each day. Teaching 
will not be restructed to giving 


assignments and correcting them; 
but each instructor, who will have 
only six or seven students, will also| 
discuss the entire process of the act 
of writing. 

“This, of course, involves some 
thinking beforehand,” Violette 
points out. “To write well, you 
should have a clear idea of what is to 
be said. This is not an ‘artsy’ kind of 
operation. Each of the two classes 
each day will emphasize the prac- 
tical, useful ways to produce what 
we call ‘a coherent act of writing in 
syntactic form.” 

“That means that we won’t be 
discussing rules of grammar per se 
But with out strong teacher-student 
ratio, we can make sure mistakes | 
are immediately identified and cor- | 
rected. When the camper takes | 
home his daily writing project, it | 
will be finished and clear.” | 

ALL THE instructors in the camp 
are experienced, presently active, 
teachers in elementary or secondary 
schools in Madison and St: Clair 
Counties. They have all been involv- 
ed in the M ppi Valley Writing 
Project, which the regional af- 
filiate of the National Writing Pro- 
ject, the country-wide effort. to 
upgrade literary standards in grade 
and high school, directed from the 
University of California at Berkeley. 

The regional project came about 
through Mary Ann Shaw, wife of SIU 
System Chancellor Kenneth Shaw; 
she first drew attention to the na- 
tional venture. ‘‘Our School of 
Education picked up on the idea,” 
Violette noted. ‘In a five-week ses- 
sion here, teachers were actually

Since Fiscal Year 1972, tuition and 
required fees at SIUE have increas- 
ed by 106.9 percent, while the in- 
crease in the Consumer Price Index 
has been 147 percent for the same 
period. SIU officers said a review of 
tuition increase possibilities leaves 
no really desirable alternatives, 
They explained that IBHE budget 
formulation policies mandate a tui- 
tion increase derived from cost-of 
living indexes and persistent infla- 
tion required persistent tuition in- 
crease$ in the IBHE budget recom- 
mendations. — .

“Any student couldn’t help but 
prosper from exposure to other 
cultures, especially Italy. Italy is $0 
culturally rich to begin with, in 
history, archaeology, philosophy, 
humanities and the social sciences,” 
Denny said, 

‘The purpose Of the trip was three- 
fold; to give the students an educa- 
tional experience, to investigate a 
joint research project with the 
University of Salerno and to 
establish an exchange program with 
the university. + 

AS°TT ‘turned out, the purposes 
were fulfilled. But more than that, 
each ‘brought back the memory /of 
the filendly people, the fascinating 
sites, the cultural cities, the homey 
hostel, the ‘superb food and the fine 
weathei 


Practically evéryday of the trip. 


was’ spent on tours, sightweeing, or 
taking seeni¢ drives through cities of 
Italy; thanks to Denny’s colleague 
Edward Hudlin. Hudlin, associate 
professor of philosophical studies |at 
SIUE;made-the initial contact with 
the University of Salerno and also 
-was working on bringing artifacts 
from Paestum to the United States, 
* Hudlin arranged for the bus and 
the guides that took them to the 
cities of Italy. Their guides ranged 
from residents of the cities, to city 
officials, to professors and a pro- 
fessor’s daughter. From the start of 
the trip, Denny and his students 
were treated as special gues 
DENNY AND his students first 
flew to Rome, took a bus to Paestum 
and made their headquarters in a 
hotel in the cify of Michele. : 
Upon arriving at the University 0: 
Salerno, they discovered the campus 
was) extraordinarily similar | to 
SIUE, It is}a'commuter campus, and 
the buildings were reminiscent) of 
SIUB's buildings. 


A particular high point of the trip 
for all was the visit to the ancient 
cities of Pompei and Herculaneum. 
Both cities are exceptionlly well 
preserved. In essence, the cities 
represent a frozen instant in time, 
even to‘thé detail in items of every- 
day life. 

“POMPEI WAS covered with 
volcanic ash from the eruption of 
Mt.-Vesuvious. The ash preserved 
everything. Archaeologists have 
been able’ to fill the holes where 
bodies’ were. decomposed ‘with 
plaster of paris, which then showed 
a bust. of the people as well as the 
detail of the people’s clothing," Den- 


. ny said. 


The city of Herculaneum, 
however, was'also preserved, but in 
a different way. ‘‘Herculaneum was 
covered by a mud slide started from 
the eruption of Mt. Vesuvius, which 
also ‘preserved the city,” Denny 
said. 

The students visited the ar: 
chaeological’site in Paestum, Italy 
They were first given a guided tour 
of the ruins, but later many of them 
returned to venture put on theirown. 

WHILE IN Paestum, they were 
able to participate in the celebration 
of the 40th aniversary of the 
Américan landings of the Allies, dur- 
ing World War II. The.landings had 
taken place on the coast from Saler- 
no to Paestum.. The ceremony 
celebrated the friendly ties between 
the Americans and the Italians since 
Wwii. 

“We were also able to see the 


opening of a special exhibit in the * 


museum in Paestum, We viewed the 
photographs of the landings and the 
archaeological material uncovered 
by one of the soldiers after. he had 
landed,” Denny said. 

Another highlight of the trip was a 
visit to a local hostel. The hostel was 
owned by a family and was located 
on the side of a mountain. Denny and 
his entourage spent one ‘evening at 
the establishment. They were pro- 
vided with home cooked meals, 
prepared with food grown or raised 
on the farm. And of course, the 
meals were topped off with 
homemade wine. 

ACCORDING TO Denny, many 
Italians make homemade wine and 
they like nothing better than to share 
it with visitors. 

A drive along the coast to Amalfi, 
north from Salerno,’ provided the 
most. ;beautiful memory of the 
Italian land. ‘It was increadibly 
beautiful, probatjly more than any

worksheets for semihar 'par- 
ticipants, were \produced with -the 
help IFB’s staff of market analysts. 

“This is basic, practical training 
in marketing techniqu aid Stan- 
ton. ‘It’s part of a comprehensive 
program to train any farmer to set 
up and run his own marketing plan.” 

Stanton said IFB began work on a 
comprehensive education program 
after hearing from its members of 
the need for better workshops than 
were available. He said Farm 
Bureau wants its program to be 
coordinated and consistent. $ 

The comprehensive education pro- 
gram will take three to five years to 
develop. ¥ 

The first seminars on cash 
marketing of grain and livestock are 
being taught in 11 locations through 
March 15. Nine seminars will be two- 
day events, with ‘“‘homework"’ to be 
completed between the two sessions.

“WE STOBPED at a: highway 
restaurant to take a rest and fill up. 
The food was in long, glass cases and 
it was a deal where you picked out 
what you wanted out of the cases. 
First yowhad to go to the cashier and 
tell them what you wanted, pay for it 
and then you could pick it up. Well of 
course, we. didn’t know how to tell 
them what welwanted, so we all gnd- 
ed up with a bottle of wine.and God 
knows what else,”’ Denny said. 

Once in Salerno, Hudlin arranged 
for Denny and his students to take 
instruction in Italian. They met with 
Professor DePasquale, a high school 
teacher, for an hour and a half each 
day for two weeks.

For the remainder of their visit 
they could order food without pro- 
blems. And the food was excep- 
tional, Denny said. Each meal began 
with a pastd, then a meat dish,;

Picking school as important ere 


as selecting future career 


Choosing a career is one of the 
most important decisions a person 
makes. Because the average 
American spends 25 to 45 years in 
the workforce, each should carefully 
consider his career choice. 

“Jobs | are becoming more 
specialized,” says Mike Fredland, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Trade and Technical Schools 
(NATTS), an educational associa- 
tion representing more than 700 
private career schools across the 
country. “And employers are active- 

king employees with) specific 
:'The more skills you have, the 
more marketable you are," he says. 

‘There-are several ways to learn 
skills for fast-growing careers. One 
way is to begin a career training pro- 
gram at an accredited private trade 
or technical school. These schools 
specialize in condensed, ‘no frills” 
dourses and are experts in helping 
their graduates find jobs 

In choosing a career, one should 
consider your interest, salary expec- 
tations and potential for advance 
ment, suggests Freedland, ‘Focus 
on the things you're interested in 
and convert them into career 
possibilities,’’ he a “And be sure 
to research the 
employers. Get an idea of what you 
can expet to make and where the job 
could lead you.”” f 

Persons suould also find out the 
educational requirements for their 
chosen careers, says Freedland. 
“Find out how long it will take you to 
qualify inyour field,” he suggests. 

“Onée you've picked a career, 
look at schools,” Freedland advises. 
The prospective’ student should ask 
for catalogs at three or more 
schools. ‘ 

Other questions students should 
ask are: * 

Courses — Are the courses up-to- 
date? How long will training take? 

Hands-on Training — Does the 
school have a laboratory or shop 
which duplicates’ a real |work en- 
vironment? 

Placement Assistance — Does the 
school help find jobs for graduates, 
and at what types of jobs are the 
graduates placed? 

‘ Facilities and Equipment — What 
type of buildings, classrooms, 
facilities, and equipment! does the 
school offer? Is {he equipment cur- 
rent? 

Cost — What is the total ¢ost of tui- 
tion, supplies and fees? Can a stu- 
dent realistically afford the school? 
What is the school’s refund policy? 

State Licensing — Is the school 
licensed by the state postsecondary 

hool licensing bureau? This should 
be stated in the school’s catalog. 

Kempiners added that test results 
show -that EDB leyels are reduced 
well below government [standards 
after products containing the 
chemical are cooked according to 
manufacturer's directions.

Allowable EDB levels set by the 
federal government are: 900 parts 
per billion (ppb) for raw grain in

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State production 
of crops down 


The Illinois Cooperative Crop 
Reporting services summary for 
1983 shows production of all major 
crops in the state was down. 

Corn production fell 58 percent 
from the 1982 corn crop, which was a 
record crop. This production is the 
smallest Illinois corn total since 
1958. z 

Part of the reduction in corn was, 
due to-a 31 percent acreage reduc- 
tion in corn under the PIK (payment 
in kind) program, The rest was due 
to the drought during the summer of 
1983. 

The yield of 80 bushels per acre 
was down 40 percent ‘from the 
previous year’s record yield of 133 
bushels per acre. It was the lowest 
yield since 1970, 

Soybean production was down 29 
percent from a year ago. Acreage 
harvested. for soybeans was down 
five percent from 1982. The 1983 
yield per acre was down 10 bushels 
from the 1982 record-tying yield. 

Winter wheat production in the 
spring of 1983 was down three per- 
cent from the 1982 crop. Acreage for 
1983 was down, but yield was up two 
bushels per acre. 

Hay production was down 24 per- 
cent from 1982. The yield decreased 
by a half-ton per acre. 

Grain sorghum production was 
down. by 24 ‘percent over 1982. 
Acreage was up by nine percent but 
yield was down by 24 bushels per 
acre.

Senator Sam Vadalabene, D- 
Edwardsville, says the key problem 
throughout Illinois continues to be 
high unemployment and 
underemployment. 

National economic inicators show 
increased economic activity 
elsewhere in the nation, but Illinois 
continues to lag behind in the 
recovery, the veteran state 
legislator said, He added: 

“We've heard many comments 
_out of Washington lately about the 
increase in employment and about 
the economic recovery at hand. Un- 
fortunately, that activity has not yet 
reached Illinois and the 56th District 
is a prime example. 

“There is talk in Illinois’ of 
economic gains and drops in 
unemployment. Well, some of these 
changes are simply not taking place 
here. 

‘The General Assembly has taken 
initial steps toward cutting 
unemployment and .attracting new 
business to Illinois. 

“When we arrived in Springfield a 
year ago, we tackled the unemploy- 
ment problem head-on and we hope 
to begin seeing the benefits as this 
year progresses. 

“However, we cannot rest on last 
year’s accomplishments if we are to 
completely recover from the reces- 
sion.” 

Sen. Vadalabene touched on-other 
matters of concern to the 56th 
District: 

Taxes. He said he is pleased 
Governor Thompson will not seek to 
extend the temporary income tax in- 
crease. 

“To extend by any. length of time 
what the legislature touted as a 
‘temporary’ tax: would have been a 
serious breach of the public trust. I 
was prepared to fight tooth and nail 
against any such extension.” 

‘Transportation. Illinois’ road and 
mass transit funds are ‘‘in better 
shape than they have been since the 
early 1970s. 

“The Madison County highway 
program has fared very well due to 
,the adjustment in the motor fuel tax 
fund.’’ 

Elderly. ‘‘We have increased the 
homestead exemption for senior 
citizens because we know how dif- 
ficult it can be living on a fixed in- 
come. There is no moral justifica- 
tion for the loss by senior citizens of 
homes which they have worked so 
hard to keep for virtually all their 
adult lives. 

“Further, we, look to more im- 
provements in 1984 in dealing with 
senior citizens issues. For example, 
I will help lead the fight to decouple 
Illinois’ income tax! formula from 
the federal formula. 

“Without such action, many of Il- 
linois’ seniors will have to — for the 
first time ever — pay taxes on Social 
Security income. Such an arrange-

ment, I believe, is patiently unfair.”’ 

Utilities. ‘An overriding concern 
of linois consumers has been the 
sharp increase in the cost of utilities 
in Illinois. 

“The biggest issue, second only to 
the economy, facing the General 
Assembly last year was the cost of 
heating a home in Illinois. We pass- 
ed, after years of attempts, legisla- 
tion creating a Citizens Utility Board 
to represent the concerns of the 
ratepayers. 

“In addition, we approved the ad- 
dition of two new Illinois Commerce 
Commission members in an attempt 
to broaden consumers’ base of sup- 
port within the ICC. 

“I was extremely satisfied with 
our gains in the area of utility 
regulation and look forward to their 
benefits in the near future.’” 

Education. ‘Despite threats of 
severe cutbacks in elementary, 
secondary and higher education, the 
legislature was able to cut waste in 
other areas and fund the necessary 
programs for the state's children. 

“Once again, 
thinking by the membership which 
allowed us to sustain educational 


funding at.proper levels. For exam-. 


ple, we enacted legislation which ex- 
pands the, role of community col- 
leges throughout our state toward 
the improvement of our economy. 

“I have always been a staunch ad- 
vocate of better school facilities for 
our children and will continue the 
fight to improve educational op- 
portunities for Ilinois.""

Clearing some misconceptions

It has been the experience of this office that there 
is a great deal of confusion regarding various legal 
matters. Certain legal myths have arisen over the 
years, It is the purpose of this article to identigy 
some of these misconceptions and to set the record 
straight’ regarding what the law actually is in these 


areas. 
One common fallacy is that a 


notarized in order to be valid. This is certainly not 
> true. The only purpose a notary serves is to identify 
the person who affixes his signature to a document. 
There is no requirement that the signatures to a 
contract be notarized in order to make the docu- 


ment enforceable. 


Another widely held belief is that if a person dies 
wihout a will in linois, all his property will go to the 
state. The truth is that in this situation, one-half of 
his property will go to the surviving spouse and one- 
half will pass to his children. If he has no children, 
all the property will go to the surviving spouse. 

A third legal myth involves putting a notice in the 
newspaper that the husband will no longer be 


responsible for any debts incurred by his wife. If the 
husband and wife have charge ‘accounts in both 
names, the husband will continue to be obligated for 
future purchases, even if such a notice is published. 
The proper procedure would be to write to the 
creditor and cancel the charge accounts, The courts 


are unwilling to impose a duty on creditors to read 
notices which are published in local newspapers. 
Another fallacy is that you must leave at least one

the children are not mentioned in a will in Illinois, 
they receive nothing. Whereas a man cannot totally 
disinherit his spouse in this state, he can disinherit 
his children. There is no obligation to mention 
children in a will. 

“There also is-an area of gonfusion regarding ter- 
minating child support when the paying spouse 
loses his job. Many people believe that if there is a 
loss of income 
automatically ends one’s obligation to pay child 
support. ‘As noted in previous articles, there is an 
obligation in this situation to return to court and 
have a judge authorize a decrease in child support. 
This does not happen automatically, even if there is 
_a substantial change in circumstances. 

Finally, there is a common misconception that if 
one spouse moves out of the marital residence, he 
will jeopardize his property rights if there is a 
subsequent divorce. If the parties separate, this will - 
not be considered when the court divides property.
